ART REJECTION: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wilson 
et 31(5,400,246). 

» In considering claims 1-40, the claimed subject matter that is met by Wilson includes: 

1) the central processing device including a communication unit that transmit 
commands and receives information from terminals is met by the PC(12) which 
transmits commands and receives information from various devices(66-74, figure 2) and 
allows manipulation and control of all monitored devices in the system as desired(see: 
column 10, lines 63 et seq; column 11, lines 1 et seq) ; 

2) the communication unit of each terminal is met by the X-10 interface modules.
